Applicant's submission filed on 
02/13/08 has been entered. Claims 1-7 are pending. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Applicant's remarks regarding Kaminaka are noted. The 
examiner respectfully submits that the reference does teach the 
addition of metallic element (s) (eg. Fe, Co, Ni) as an 
intermetallic compound with Si (para 0040) . However, the 
examiner notes that the instant claims require "a silicon phase 
as a major component, and an intermetallic compound being 
dispersed in the silicon phase". A careful review of Kaminaka 
et al 2003/0175589 discloses that the reference does not meet 
the claimed feature. Specifically, the reference teaches that 
the silicon grain phase is enveloped by the intermetallic phase 
(Abstract; figures; para 0033) .
